Lord Willingdon to be Honorary Doctor of Laws Three 

Other LL.D.*s — Many Degrees and Diplomas for Stu- 
dents — Wach Unusual Ceremony for Founder's Dayi 
— Procession From Library — All Lectures Cancelled 
in Arts — In Other Faculties After 3 p.m. 

The Right Honorable Viscount Willingdon. new.ly appointed 
Governor-General of Canada and ex-officio Visitor of McGill 
University make.s his fir.st official public appearance in Mont 
real this afternoon upon the occasion of the Annual Fall Convo. 
cation at the Royal Victoria College. His Excellency is one of 
the four men who are to receive- the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws. 

The degree of LL.D. honoris causa, will also bo conferred 
upon Mr. F. G. Finley. the Rev. Archdeacon F. C. Scott, and 
Samuel J. Willis, as distinguished citizens of the Dominion of 
Canada. ' 

There will be much ceremony not usually connected with 
Founder's Day Convocation this year. The parade, as usual 
will start from the library. The party, led by the Visitor. Chan- 
cellor and Principal will proceed as far as the Roddick Memorial 
Gates. Here the leaders will stand aside and allow the rest of 
the procession to file by. Lord Willingdon, Dr. Beatty and Sir 
Arthur Currie will then take up their positions at the rear to 
gather with the rest of the senior party. 

Convocation begins at 4 o'clock in the R. V. C. 

The Founder's day convocation will 
this year be a" more elaborate . affair 
than ever before dui^^i^igj; fact that 
.Canada'.^ new Governor-General and 
McGin'p neiv visitor is to make his 
first official public appearance In 
Canada, upon this occasion. In addi- 
tion there is the fact that the grau- 
ates reunion i« taltlne place during 
ihe same week.

flciaJ ceremony of the ncTV Governor- 
General win take their place.s In the 
procession in the College groundB, 
TThere they will be directed by the 
Marshal and his assistant*.

MENTOR'S DECISION TO ^ 
INTEeCOLLEGIATE SPOfiî 



DisMtisfied With Existing Conditions in College Football — 
Claims no Place for Professional Coach in Collegiate 
Sport — Assumied Leadership Here in 1912 — Won 
Three Football Championships and Tied Twice in IQ 
Years — Resignation Will be Severe Blo-w to McGill. 

(By D. A. L. MacDonaM.) 
Frank Shaughnessy, coach of the McGill hockey and rugby 
teams since 1912 will resign his duties at the end of thi.s season, 
according to a statement made yesterday afternoon. The Mc- 
Gill mentor gave his reasons tor withdrawing from college sport 
to be chiefly bu.sine.ss onea. He .stated that there was no place 
for a professional coach in college football under the present 
conditions and that a more lucrative offer had been tender >d 
him for next year. Just what the nature of the offer vas the 
coach would not divulge, though he made it clear that it was a 
commercial proposition that cau.sed him to .switch the scene of 
his activities, which, however, would still be in Canada. 

While these reasons were given by 
the McOill leaders for his declslon^Kv 
give up coaching. It ia known thatj 
for some time he haa been disappoint- 
ed with affairs In Intercollegiate 
football. Shaughnessy's views on tliu 
situation are. according to those who 
are in closest touch with him.' that 
there te no call for a professional 
coach In Intercoliegrlate football.

Each year h^ 
has been faced with the herculean 
task of fielding a championship teaiii 
with recruits who are green when the 
practices begin. 

Coach Shaughnessy came here lit 
1912 .ind In ten years that McGlll h.w 
fielded teams in rugby ond hockey 
— there was a break ot four years 
during the war — the coach ha4- 
brought McGlII three rugby cham- 
pionships and forced to tie for tho- 
honors twice. He started off In 1913 
by wlnnlnK the ch.Tinpionship and re- 
peated the following year, though In

THE SANER CO-EDUCATION. 

From time to time in these columns the question of co-edii- 
f^çtition has been raised. It has been discussed from very dif- 
|iferent points of view, ranging all the way from the enlighten- 
•fîng historical method used on occasions when the women's de- 
partment of the staff have had charge of the publication of the 
issue, to the philosophical discussions of a conscientious night- 
editor. It has happened in a few instances that the opinions 
here expressed have drawn forth violent opposition from some 
of the undergraduates to whom some strange custom has given 
|the appellation of "co-ed." Whether the problem of co-educa. 
^^on— in other words, the education of men and women in the 
^ame; university, and in the same courses — has been successfully 
handled at McGill may well be briefly discussed. 

-fThe underlying question which must be solved in making 
iRrrangements for co-education, is that of whether large groups 
of boys and girls under the supposed "age of reason" can study 
together or even attend lectures together without allowing the 
attention which should be turned on their work to be wasted in 
the contemplation of the attractions of those of the opposite sex 
with whom they are associated. This question seems to have 
been answered with satisfaction by the introduction of a sort of 
"education to co-education," which is carried on for first year 
students as well as the rest of their course. 

As a result of this, by the time the men and women reach 
the smaller and more specialised classes of the third and fourth 
years, where they are thrown in contact with each other without 
attempt at restriction, they have been apprenticed to the system, 
^ll'know how to act without either awkwardness or foolish- 
ness. / 

Of course, in the faculties where professional studies are 
carried on — such as Medicine and Law — ^there is no problem at 
all, now that the question of whether women shall be allowed to 
study has been decided. And it would be only natural that if 
there should ever be a desire expressed by women to study Ap- 
plied Science, they would soon find their way into that faculty 
sitoo. So it hardly would seem too much of a generality to say 
''that the problem of co-education is settled at McGill, and settled 
in a logical way. 

THE OLD FAITHFULS. 

■ There are many of us around the University' who take 
things largely as a matter of course; we pass by or even through 
the splendid buildings that have been put at our disposal by gen- 
erous, and far-sighted benefactors, and their wonders do not im- 
p)lesi|;jus in .anything more than a passing way. That this is a 
human failing is well-known, but that does not make it any less 
lamentable. 

But there is, perhaps, one sphere of the University's many- 
aided existence in which we might be much more thoughtful 
and .appreciative if we gave it the least consideration. We refer 
^ to the part played by the "Old Faithfuls"— the janitors of the 
■ivarious buildings, and the assistants in the many laboratories. 

if y/e only realized -the fact, it would probably startle us to 
recall that from the very day we entered college — probably with 
a r.ather hesitant and uncertain step — we have been under the 
;Jdndly eye of one or more of these old friends of the undergradu- 
ate. .Whether it was Bill or Harry or Joe or Sam does not con- 
,cern us here : the fact remains that they told us what j-oom to go 
'toy .and how to get to it^they provided us with a much-needed 
lockerrr-they taught ,uB^^any of the little "dodges" that make 
e days go so much moreTsmoothly — and did a hundred and one 
■5 for us that we will remember only as we stop to think 
Ij^ have no better representatives of that real McGill spirit 
jwhich we all covet than these faithful servants, and we might 
^pir^ll show them in the year that lies ahead of us some of the ap 
jft^^reciation that all of us who know them feel.

Kew Gardens

Tracing: the history of the famous 
Kow Gardens. Dr. Hill said that theli' 
origin wa.s qulie accidental, beiiijj 
founded by^ the Princess Augu.sta, 
mother of George HI, In 1T60 ns a pri- 
vate little garden near her piUace at 
Kew. George III, on becoming king, 
continued the care ot the gardens with 
the aid of Sir Joseph Banks as his bo- 
tanical adviser. 

"With the brief historical summary 
over. Dr. Hill then showed his audi- 
ence, by means of lantern slides, sev- 
eral views of the gardens and of a 
great many of the plants and shrubs 
which the various buildings of the 
house. Of interest to Canadians, he 
pointed out, Is the fact that amongst 
the many species of trees in the gar- 
dens, there is a Douglas Fir standing 
214 feet in height and which w.is 
tran.sported from British Columbia to 
be converted into a flag pole.

Tempor- 
ary rough wooden floors have been 
placed In these rooms, and' will ho 
quite Batlafaoljory for the present year, 
Owing also to the speed In ^v<hlch the 
work has been done, some old seats 
have been placed In some of the rooms, 
but these will all ibe repolished or re- 
placed next summer when the floors

"The new building, as originally de- 
signed, Is tailor-made to comfortably 
fit a;l>out 1200 students, but a larger 
number than this could he entertained 
without much difficulty.

A BAD BUSINESS. 

"Every Canadian rugby fan watches the niovemenls of Batstonc; ho 
Is back In Kingston" a streamer In the sports page of a downiown piipor 
blazed forth yesterday. Rather, let us say, "every Canadian ruBby fan Is 
watching the movements in Canadian tntercollcglate football; Balstono In 
back In Kingston". For it is Intercollegiate football that Is coming In for 
thO;. unWclcome publicity, and the recent move of last year's captain of 
Queen's -squad merely brings the matter to a head. 

'Four year ago, Batatone, Thomas and others suddenly look it into 
their heads to go to college. The Canadian rugby faU could not figure 
it out and scratched his head perplexedly. Last year. It wna announced iliat 
Lcadley was returning to college to proceed to a higher degree, and tho 
Canadian rugby fan wrinkled his forehead in thought. This spring the 
great triumvirate, Batstonc, Lcadley and Thomas graduated, but in llio early 
fall came tho news that Mnnahan would play for Queen's. This lime the 
Canadian rugby fan found his voice and hisscd "sloam-flttei ". Kventa tlioii 
followed A bit too fast for the Canadian rugby fan. .lust houra after the 
news was flashed that Voss had fatted his exams and was Ineligible to play, 
Ivan Raynor, suddenly showed up In Kingston, Riiyn'or spent tho week 
there and finally packed back to Hamilton. The Canadian rugby fan watch 
cd the game of checkers and smiled ani-donio.illy, but the latest news that 
Batstone is back at Queen's has completely bowled him over. 

This is the last straw. It is not so much the case nt Batstonc as the 
shadow it casts upon tho Intercollegiate game. "Rumors of war" says n 
caption In the Toronto Globe over a mention of a prophecy thot there will 
be an upheaval In college football. ° "Batstone's change to Queen's causes 
fottball furore" is the heading over nearly a full column article in a city 
mornins paper devoted to the question. "Batstone's desire to become u doc- 
tor causes sensation" echoes a city down town paper with a cut entitled 
"Batstone himself". 'And 11 Is this very sort of sensation that college foot- 
ball docs not want and from which It Is bound to suffer. 

Four or five years ago, Intercollegiate football, and Indeed, colIeRo 
j^Mt of all branches, ^aa looked up to as being a strlotly amateur and very 
"irtuous ■ organization. When amateur hockey and amateur baseball and, in 
fact, every amateur sport that wns suspected of making money was licensed 
of being semi-profcsBlonal, college men pointed out with pride to the fino 
record of college sport. And today, the Queen o( college sports Is getting 
the same lurid publicity as à fashionable devorcee. She is being accused of 
moral turpitude. 

The time for action has come. There are three courses open and any 
one of them present a reasonable solution. A board of governors controls 
intercollegiate sport and through them all eligibility forms must pftss. The 
fate of college football rests in their hands. A strict surveillance on all 
forms submitted to them prevents a re-occurrence of the present state of 
affairs. 

Or, Canadian colleges can follow In the steps of their American cou- 
sins and enforce the fre.ihman rule and the tlircc-ycar rule. No football 
player entering an American university can play on the varsity team until 
he has successfully reached his second year In his studies. He Is allowed to 
play three years and no more, and if he transfers to another college, he is 
barred there. Although American colleges are often accused of professional- 
ism, these two rules have done a great deal to curb the evil.

The Xa\-y Dep.nrlmcnt has detailed 
naval officers to take charpre of the 
Yale unit, both of whom are gradu- 
,ates of the United States Xaval Ao- 
^Semy' and the Xaval War Col- 
■icEre. They are Captain Frank D. 
Berrien and Ijlcut. Commander U B. 
Greeiv^M.-Vji : They will be a.sslsted 
by'^^three cfilef petty officers, ond as 
the unit "încrpasPs each year addition- 
al pcr.'îonncl will be ordered to the 
university. 

The course Is limited to 60 students 
In each class, bcgrtnnlng wJth this 
year's frrshnvin class, and ■ w;lll be 
one of the five regular électives of- 
fered to fre.shmen for the current 
academic year. All Students taking 
the coursb must start In the fresh- 
man year, and will be maintained as 
a unit, whether they continue t'leir 
studies at YaJe College or in tin- 
Sheffield Scientific School. The flr^t 
two' years will form the basic cour.-.e, 
and the last two the advanced course. 

A tailored uniform similar to that 
■n-orn by officers in the na>T. urith 
.special insignia, will be furnlilied 
each student without cost, in addi- 
tion to other equipment required on 
cruise.s. Students will not be requir- 
ed to wear the uniform to r^eeltations 
except on special occasions. All 
hooks, cquipmcni .md facilities for 
practical work will be furnished for 
use wltliout charge, while the Govern - 
tnent will pay those entering the ad- 
vanced course commutation of sub- 
sistence amounting to about SllO a 
S'ear.

Boston, Mass., Oct, B — (By 13x- 
changc Service)— A gift of f 10,000 by 
an anonymous donor has made pos- 
sible an annual scries of lectures by 
eminent jiuthprUlcs on the Constitu- 
tion of the United Stales at Boston 
University, here. tDo.in Wlllliim M. 
Warren of C. I.. A. I» ninklnp: ar- 
rangements for the first of the 
series, which will probably come 
curly In the second semester. 

The gift Is for tho purpose of 
stimulating "a study of the Conslilu- 
tion of the United States, its iinlece- 
(Ipuls, history and doctrines, together 
with the results and Implloillons 
thereof." 

Provision Is made inirior the pifi 
for prUes and awards to bo given 
from time to time to students show- 
ing marked proficiency In the study 
of the Constitution. Details of this 
phase are left with President Marsh 
and Dean Warron. 

Under the terms of the gift tho In- 
come will provide for a number of 
lectures each year, the lecturer to be 
appointed annually. "It l.s the Inten- 
tion 10 secure each ye■^r recognized 
authorities on the Constitution to de- 
liver tJie addresses," said Doctor 
Marsh, in announcing the gift. As yet 
no announcement has been made ns 
to who will deliver the lectures dtir- 
ing the coming year.

SHOWS TOLERANCE 



Charitable to Every Form of 
Thought Editorial Says 

Kingston, Ont., Oct. 5.— (By Ex- 
change Service)— That Queen's Uni- 
versity is charitable to every form of 
thought Is the substance of an edi- 
torial published In the second Issue 
of The Queen's Journal. The editorial 
reads as follows: 

Queen's m»y oil your clockwork 

"Why did you three hundred aiid 
thirty-five freshmen come to Queen's? 

"Three hundred and thirty-five dif- 
ferent voices will answer: Becaiuse 
Queen's has the best football coach 
In Canada. On accoujit of the social 
life. Because It does not cost so much. 
Because my great aunt Jane came h«re. 
There will .be half a hundred more 
plausible reasons w-hlch everyone has 
heard before, but it will be safe' to 
say that only two or three will give 
that best possible reason: Because 
there is more Intellectual free dom at 
Queen's than at any other Canadian 
University. 

"You may be. a socialist or a con- 
servative, a fundamentalist or a mod- 
ernlst, an advocate of birth-control 
or an opponent of It. Whether you 
are student or jirofesspr you do not 
run the risk of being ejected for your 
beliefs. In almost e\'ery other univer- 
sity In Canada there are some sub- 
jects which, officially or tacitly, aie 
under a ban; every now and again v.'c 
hear of a professor being asked to re- 
sign because h^s too honest to sub- 
mit to cramping regulations. But at 
Queen's It is the boast that the unl- 
\er.slty is charitable to every form of 
thought. 

"This does not mean .that you will 
find advanced constructive thinking 
the rule here. Far from it. Three 
quarters or more of the students seem 
to be dead from the neck uji as far 
as original thought is concerned. 

"Too many of thé instructors are 
satisfied with telling their classes 
what other people have written, rather 
than giving them the results of origi- 
nal thought and rcscarcli. The stu- 
dent can get the book stuff from the 
books, usually with less trouble. 

"But at Queen's you will jFlnd 
groups of professors In each faculty 
who are pushing oulwurd the border 
lines of knowledge., 'J'here men are 
worth more to the students who take 
classes under them than all the rest 
together. You three hundred and 
thirty-five new-comers will do well to 
search thom out and arrange your 
courses, so that you will take as many 
lectures from them as possible. Xt may 
be difficult to tell them from the 
others at first. You will be here 
some time, It Is likely, before you 
find out that some of them ore the 
greatest authorities in the world In 
their particular bro.nches of their aub 
Jects. Yet they ore here, more or less 
unuppreclated by everyone. No mod- 
ern text books in their fields of 
thought can be written without nicn 
'tloning each of their names halt a 
, dozen limes. Whatever faculty you 
are In, search thorn out. If you come 
Into, close contact with them yuu may 
possibly learn .to think too."
